LATEST FROM GEN. STEELE’S 
EXPEDITION. 


What Refugees and Rebels Say. 


(Special Dispatch to the Chicago Tribune.)

Gen. Steele reqched this place on the Ist in- 
stent, with infantry that has for sometime 
been in camp at Davall’s Binff. Since the 
sailing of the last convoy, no important move 
ments have taken place, with the exception of 
a reconnoiseance im force, which was made by 
Gen, Davideon’s cavalry division, in the di- 
rection of Little Rock, a couple of days ago. 
The position and strength of the rebels was 
pretty thoroughly tested, and as the division 
went out without any ides of getting up a 
fight, they returned as soon as the object of 
recounolseance was effected. 

Brownsville is about thirty miles from Da 
vyall’s Biof® It possesses little, if any, stra- 
tegic importance, and Gen. Stecle will not 
be likely to remain in it many days. No di- 
rect information regarding the strength of 
the rebel army is cbtainmable at this time. 
Refugees and deserters vary several thousands 
n their estimates. The fact, however, that 
at least 30.000 are between Gen. Steele's forces 
and Little Rock, appears to be generally con- 
ceded. The capture -f Little Rock is looked 
upos by our army as close at hand, and our 
troops maké no account of numbers which 
some deserters give as being opposed to them, 
but express themselves as abundantly able to 
take possession of any point arrived at as 
soon as their General shall determine. 

The health of our army is fair to middling. 
Thete was quite a onmber sick at Davall’s 
Bled, but the diseases are of a mild type.

We have reliable advices from Little Rock 
to the 84 inst. At that time, eighteen hun- 
dred indians, armed and in fall war peint, 
bed arrived.
